WANT STATE BANKS

Tells Financiers What This
County Does.

More than 150 bankers, represent-
ing the sixth group of Missouri bank-
ers, met in a conference at Perryville
vesterday for the purpose of mapping
out plans to induce the coming legis-
lature to revise the state banking
laws.

The principal statute they expect
to have changed is that which forbids
one corporation from holding stock in
another. This law prevents the state
banks in Missouri from becoming
members of the Federal Reserve bank
which opened in St. Louis Monday
morning.

If the legislature will repeal the old
law or kill it by substitution, almost
every bank in this state, it is said,
will join the Federal Reserve.
